Sr. Diana Malone, BVM, has 
resigned from her position as 
Clarke's Director of Student Ac- 
tivities effective at the end of this 
semester. Malone has been Director 
since 1973. 

The job of Director of Student 
Activities was started by both Malone 

_and Sr. Therese Mackin, BVM, who 
was then the Dean of Students. ‘‘At 
that time, each class had -class 
moderators but there was no overall 
coordination of activities,"’ said 
Malone. “I had to create the job and 
decide what were the things | would 

- and could do.” ’ 

As Clarke's curfew laws for its 
students became less strict, more ac- 
tivities could be planned by the 
students, and Malone’s job became 
more important. 

She was very careful, however, 
to never tell the students what to do, 
but to be there as a resource person. 
“always felt that | was primarily a 
facilitator. | should work with.

ones who gain some abilities. By the 
end of their year in office, they should 
know how to go about doing certain 
things,” said Malone. These ‘‘certain

Malone feels that being a class 
officer increases a person’s self con- 
fidence. When an activity is a suc- 
cess, the students know that they ac- 
complished it themselves-someone 
did not tell them what to do. ‘‘My idea 
is not to have each group each year 
re-invent the wheel. | should be able 
to point out helpful aspects so that 
the officers won’t.have to waste 
valuable time finding it out for 
themselves,” she said.
